The State Treasurer of Alabama 
Speculates in Futures, 


And About Three Hundred Thousand Dollars 
of the People’s Money Lost--Vincent De- 
camps--Extent of the Deficit--A Big Em-

MONTGOMERY, ALA., January 31.—There 
is great excitement here. The committee to 
examine the books and accounts of.

Treasurer Vincent left on Monday night, 
by what route is not known.

DON’T WANT IT. 
What the City Hall Statesmen 
Say of the Bill Affecting 

Officials. 


Clay Sexton Objects to Being a Political Fire 
Chief*-Mayor Ewing Talks--Other Chats. 


Chief Sexton was just getting into his 
buggy this morning at the headquarters on 
Seventh street, near Clive, when a Post-D1s- 
PATCH reporter hailed him and propounded 
the following question: vee 

‘‘How do you feel, Chief, about the attempt 
on the part of the Legislature to make your 


office elective instead of appointive?” 

“Well, I’m going up to Jefferson City to- 
night to see those fellows,” said Clay. “T 
am dead opposed to any such scheme, and 
when I get to Jefferson I shall use whatever 
little influence I have to defeat it.”’ 

“Is it settled that Mayor Ewing is not to 
reappoint you in April?” 

“I’m sure I’ve never asked him 
and he has never said a _ word to 
me on the subject. If he is of 
the opinion that he can find somebody else 
who would make a better Chief of the Fire 
Department than I am, or if for any other 
reason he should decide to give the place to 
another, is an affair which he must decide 
for himself. But there is one thing 1 want 
to say, and that is that no person has 
any authority to state to the Legislature 
that the Mayor has determined not to reap- 

ointme, The telegraphic letter from Jef- 

erson City, published in the Post-DISPATCH 
yesterday, contained a statement to the ef- 
fect that Tom Morris had made such a State- 
ment. Now, I’d like to know who told him 
that. I know that I didn’t, andI don’t be- 
lieve the Mayor did.” 

“But why should hemake such a declara- 
tion unless he was authorized to do so?”’ 

“His idea is to influence the country mem- 
bers to vote for the bill. Iam as well known to 
these gentlemen almost as Iam at home, and 
my first business when I get to Jefferson City. 
will beto correct the impression which Morris 
has tried to convey.” 

“In case the bill passes after all would 
vou accept a nomination for Chief of the 
Fire Department?” 

‘No, siree, Bob! You bet I wouldn’t. I’ve 
kept politics out of the department, and I 
think it would the ruination 
of the foree if politics is ever 
permitted to enter into it. I 
would not, under any circumstances, accept 
a nomination, although I believe I may say, 
without conceit, that if IdidsoI should 
certainly be elected.” 

MAYOR EWING 
was seen and asked to give his opinion up- 
on the subject of the pending bills. 

“Oh,” said the Mayor, have no idea 
that the bills will pass. The thinking ele- 
ment of the Legislature will not permit 
measures that are calculated to doso much 
injury tothe city tobe adopted. The only 
people that are working for their passage are 
a few tricksters.”’ 

“Are the bills directed against you per- 
sonally ?”’ 

“No, sir; I think not. Their adoption is 
urged on the ground that they would increase 
the amount of political spoils at each elec- 
tion.” 

At the City Hall the pending bills have 
been the subject of considerable excitement 
for several days past. ‘The only Democrats 
holding office by appointment from Mayor 
Overstolz are Supply Commissioner Ferd L. 
Garesche, Health Commissioner Francis, 
Harbor Commissioner Pfeifer. City Counsel 
or Bell, Boiler Inspector Holand and Dr. 
Conery, medical member of the Board of 
Health. The views of several of these gen- 
tlemen are given below and are fairly repre- 
sentative of the opinions generally enter- 
tained at the City Hall. 

SUPPLY COMMISSIONER GARESCHE 

peing asked for his views, said: 

“The Legislature ought not to make the 
office of the Commissioner of Sup- 
plies an elective one, and Iam opposed to 
the pending bill generally. When Mayor Ew- 
ing was conducted into office a pressure was 
brought to bear on him to get him to oust 
Democratic officers who had been appointed 
by his predecessor, but he very 
emphatically refused to do anything of the 
kind. He said that these men had been ap- 
pointed to hold office until April, 1883, and 
that he shoud suffer them to retain their 
places undisturbed, and that he would re- 
move none of them during good behavior.

WILD-CAT INSURANCE. 
Insurance Commissioner Williams’ 
Opinion of the Curtis Insurance Bill 
A Post-DISPATCH reporter called on In- 


surance Commissioner Williams this morn- 
ing to ascertain his opinion on the bill intro- 


duced in the Legislature by Representative 


Curtis, providing for the admission of 
usiness in the State on_ the 
same basis as companies organized under the 
State laws and the benevolent and charitable 
insurance societies. Mr. Williams said he 
had not given the subject much _ considera- 
tion, but he had read the bill and had 
been asked to indorse it and had 
refused because he was strongly opposed 
to it. If this bill passed, he said, it would 
allow any assessment company in the United 
States to do business in the State of Missouri 
by authority of the Insurance Departmen 
upon ee to the Department o 
authority of such company to do business 
anywhere from any Superintendent of In- 
surance of any State, or on presentation 
of a certificate of a Judge or a Clerk 
of a court that it had authority te 
work in its own State, thus taking away 
from the Insurance Department any discre- 
tion in the matter of its admission to do busi- 
ness in State. This law, said Mr. Williams, 
would let in every graveyard company in the 
country, until they would overrun the State, 
as they have Pennsylvania, and would rob 
the people of millions of dollars for worthless 
insurance. Mr. Williams said that he was not 
opposed to benevolent and charitable insur- 
ance societies on the assessment plan, in 
which insurance is only an incident and not 
an object, and which are exempt from 
the operations of the law; because in such 
societies every person taking imsurance 
knows what he is doing. The members afe 
brothers, understandeach other, meet and 
consult, and every man may be 
Horonenly posted on the _ business 
of the society ; whereas, in the 
general assessment companies, every 
man and woman is at the mercy of the oily 
tongues of the unscrupulous agents’ work- 
ing to make money for themselves. This 
law would let all in, no matier how wild-cat, 
because all such companies are organized 
somewhere and could easily get a certificate 
from the Clerk of some court of that fact. 
The marriage insurance eraze, which recent: 
ly swept the South, and swindled thousands, 
is one instance of the kind of 
companies that would flood Mis 
souri. These companies are exploded 
in the East and are contemplating a raid on 
the West. The passage of the law, Mr. Wil- 
liams thought, would be agreat calamity to 
the: State and he hoped the Legislature 
would have the wisdom to kill it.

Doubtless as civilization advances and the 


human capacity is more fully developed 
there will be more striking illustrations of 
cheek in the future than any we have had the 
pleasure of admiring in the past. But until 
the human intellect soars'to a much higher 
flight than anything it now attempts, we 
think that the highest development of cheek 
will be that shown by the gentlemen who 
are trying to get a charter for a cable road 
through the Municipal Assembly. 

By hard work and much profanity the citi- 
zens of St. Louis have succeeded in saving 
two east and west thoroughfares from the 
squatter sovereignty of the street car corpo- 
ration. Only two streetsin the whole city 


are left free for the use of such people as have 


survived the discouragements of driving and 
are willing to keep vehicles for private use. 
Pine and Locust are the only streets in 
whicha citizen of St. Louis can live without a 


daily present reminder of his subjection to the 


street carruler. To propose to preémpt those 
streets and to occupy them without saying so 
much as by your leave is a very creditable 


exhibition of cheek. 


But to propose to put down a cable system 
which will cost at least $5,000,000_is a display 


of effrontery which takes away one’s breath. 


Thereisno evidence whatever thatthe gen- 
tlemen who are trying to put this little meas- 
ure through are disposed to put $5,000,000 
into it, or $5,000; there is no assurance that 
they will do anything with the franchise, 


except turn around and sell itif they can 


find a purchaser, and there is good ground 
for believing that the road would not pay if 
built. It would not pay interest on $5,000,- 
000, noron $500,000, as it runs between the 
tracks of arailroad company which carries 
the wholé business and is valued at only 
$600,000, 

The Railroad Committee of the City Council 
ought not to waste any time over such a 
proposition. It ought not to give any fran- 
chise or other valuable thing to anybody 
without receiving the full value of the fran- 
chise in compensation. It ought not to give 
up Pine and Locust streets on any terms, 
and it ought not to listen to any cable rail- 
road palaver until the people who talk 
about such a project are ready to put down 
a few hundred thousand dollars ias a pledge 
that they mean business. 


HURTING BUSINESS. 

Taking one consideration with another, the 
Congress actually sitting in Washington is 
about the most expensive Congress this coun- 
try has ever had. Its appropriations are the 
heaviest we have had to stand for some years, 
but its appropriations are the least cause of 
complaint we have. 

It has injured the business interests of this 
country worse than amy Congress has ever 
done. It has undertaken to revise the tariff, 
and, though it is now heroically struggling 
with the difficulties of that fattempt, there is 
no such thing as foretelling with any reason- 
able prova bility what will or what will not 
be done with any item, great or small, in that 
long list. Asa consequence business opera- 
tions connected with articles affected by the 


tariff are at a stand-still, to the great depres- 


sion of industry, and with great loss to the 
laborer as well as to capital. 

Congress has also undertaken to deal with 
the internal revenue question, and_to change 


the bases of the two great industries of dis- 
The dis- 


tilling and manufacturing tobacco. 
tilling interest was already suffering in an- 
ticipation of the results of overproduction. 
Congress has done nothing to relieve this 


situation; it has made no change ‘in the in- 
ternal revenue laws, but by announcing that 


it was going to do something and by doing 
nothing it has most effectually paralyzed 
these interests and brought business in 
this quarter also to a standstill. 

The worst about it is that all this interfer- 
ence with the legitimate industries of the 
country is a piece of superfluous imperti- 
nence on the part of Congress. Nobody in- 
structed its members nor authorized them 
in any way tomeddle with either the tariff 
or the internal revenue. If Congress had 
contented itself with doing as little at this 
session as it did at the last session, the coun- 
try would be much better off, and would 
not have to pay asit isnow doing, for the 
blunders of its statesmen.

Louis, at a lower rate on a staple arti- 
cle, which is nothing else than “‘wholesale stupid- 
itv’ on the part of St. Louis merchants. Consid- 
ering the “Frisco” a St. Louis road, this discrim- 
ination seems to me beyond reason.

The Marquis of Lorne Spends a Few 


oursin New York. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York. January 31.—The Marquis of 
Lorne, accompanied by Lieut.-Col. De Win- 
ton and Captain the Hon. W. Bagot, of his 
staff, and Dr. Burnett, of Ottawa, has ar- 
rived. The party, with two servants, came 
in early in the morning at the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Depot in two special cars and were 
driven at onceto the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
where they were assigned rooms. The visit 
of Lord Lorne had no object further thana 
rest of a day while enroute for Ottawa for 
the opening of the Canadian Parliament. 
Three carriages drove up to the Twenty- 
third street entrance and the gentlemen 


alighting were shown at once toa suite of 
apartments, but while the presence of the 
Marquis was not generally known, there was 


no lack of callers. Hardly was'the party 
SEATED AT BREAKFAST 
when a man said to one of the clerks: 
“Is the Marquis of Lorne stopping here?”

THE POPLAR STREET TRACK. 


Vexed Questions of Its Ownership Ar- 
gued in Court To-day. 

The Poplar street track case is being ven- 
tilated to-day before Judge Barclay in Cir- 
cuit Court No. 3. The argument is upon the 
demurrer set up by the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road Company to the ejectment suits entered 


by the St. Louis Connecting Railway Com- 
pany and the old Pacific Railroad. The 
connecting railway company is composed of 
a syndicate of capitalists, who claim title 
under Sheriff's sale.

[HE EXPOSITION MEETING. 
All the Merchants Enthusiastically in 
Favor of the New Enterprise. — 


The meeting -of merchants and citizens 
held last night at the Mercantile Club, to 
discuss the Exposition project, was large 
and as enthusiastic as could be desired. 
Among the gentiemen present were E. Eise- 
mann of Rice, Stix & Co., D. D. Walker, B. 
Nugent, Freeman Barnum, Jos. Specht, Jos. 
Lueas, A. W. Alexander, Charies Scudder. 
W. F. Haines, I. R. Trask, Sam. Kennard, 
Sam. Burrell, E. O. Stanard, W. G. Bentley, 
Lewis Lipman, Ewing Hill, Jos. Frankliln, 
G. King. Sam. Dodd, Chas. E. Barney, A. 
Waldauer, R. W. Parcell, Thos. W. Wood. 
R. B. Brown, B. Brown, M. N. Burchard, J. 
L. Boogher, Charles W.°Turner and E. O. 
Stan ard. 

Ex-Gov. Stanard was made chairman, 
and Mr. Parcell secretary, after which Mr. 


Sam Kennard, who is one of the hardest 
workers for the success of the enterprise, 
explained the friendly relation of the Fair 
Association to the proposed Exposition; the 
reat benifits that accrued to business In 
Yhieago, Louisville and Cincinnati, by 
reason of their annual Expositions; the at- 
tachment of merchants in the places named 
to this attractive feature of trade competi- 
tion, and the probable cost to St. Louisans 
of asuitable building for exhibition pur- 
poses, which might also be made to serve as 
a grand music hall, and by arrangement with 
the Historical Society could also be of ser- 
vice to that organization as a repository and 
display-place for its collection. The Chicago 
Exposition building, which was 1,000x250 
feet, had cost $250,000; the Cincinnati 
building, 400x250 feet, had cost $350,000, of 
which $150,000 had been contributed by one 
man: the Louisville building, 330x230 feet, 
had been put up for $200,000. The proposed 
St. Louis building would cost at least $35°,- 
000. Mr. Kennand said a handsome profit 
could be realized from an investment of this 
amount in St. Louis; Chieago’s Exposition 
receipts for 1881 were $102,000, and the ex- 
penses $74,000. 

Mr. Bauman thought nearly enough could 
be raised by renting or selling the exhibiting 
space, say 60,000 front feet, at $5 per toot. 

Mr. Wood suggested a guarantee fund. 
Capitalists might then be induced to put up 
the building and lease itata rental of lve 
or ten per cent return on their investment. 

Mr. Boogher said he knew the! ‘y could 
be raised, and St. Louis needed the enter- 
prise. Which should be undertaxen at once 

Joseph Franklin spoke earnestly about the 
necessity of substituting money for talk. 
His firm would put up §500 if ninety-nine 
other econtributorsof like amounts could be 
secured, or if Sv0 houses would put down 
$1,000 each he cou.d be counted in. 

Mr. Bently explained the moncy value of 
an Exposition to the city in attracting 
strangers here. Ile suggested concentrating 
the efforts now wasted in trying to support 
the Historical Society, Academy of Science, 
Mercantiie Library and their similar enter- 
prises and organizing a scheme to erecta 
$1,000,000 building of glass and iron for the 
accommodation of all. 

Mr. Turner said, in reference to Missouri 
Park, that if the city would resign its right 
ae bad no doubt the Lucas heirs would be 
equally magnanimous in the matter. 

Mr. Waldauer spoke of the success of the 
Cincinnati Musical Festival, which had a 
surplus of $70,000 at the end of last year, 
and, after declaring that there was not a re- 
spectable music hall in this city, said he felt 
conudent that one capable of ac- 
commodating 5,000 persons would meet with 
ready ard hearty support. 

Mr. Kennard showed what alittle place 
like Denver, could do, 1,000 miles west of 
here. It had a beautiful Exposition build- 
ing that cost $300,000. He moved the ap- 
pointment of a committee on Ways and 
Means to report at next meeting. 

tev. Dr. Niceol!s urged the necessity of 
appointing the right kind of men to further 
the movement. He suggested a stock com- 
pany, and thought he could have $40,000 
pledged ina few days and the full amount 
subscribed in three monihs. 

Mr. Smith, private secretary of Manager 
Hoxie of the Iron Mountain as- 
sured the meeting that the railroads 
were Interested and Mr. Kennard said that 
Messrs. Hayes and Hoxie warmly indorsed 
the movement. Mr. Kennard afterwards 
advised against taking subscriptions on the 
spot, as soine one suggested, arguing that he 
believed in giving the merchants a little 
longer time to think over the matter. 

A canvass of the sentiment of the meeting 
disclosed the fact that ail were enthusiastic- 
ally in fayor ofan Exposition building and 
music hall. 

Mr. Kennatd moved the appointment of a 
committee of seven to report a plan atthe 
next meeting. The chairman was voteda 
member of the committee, which will be ap- 
pointed to-day and then the meeting ad- 
journed, subject to the call of the chair. 

During the evening the information was 
volunteered that Washington Park, opposite 
the Four Courts, came near being converted 
into a base ball ground. Negotiations were 
pending with the city, and Mr. J. C. 
Lucas, one of the interested heirs, was presi- 
dent of the St. Louis B. B. Association. The 
expulsion of Devlin and others, from the 
national league, caused the project to be 
abandoned. ‘his, and Missouri Park, were 
left by the elder Lucas to the city to be used 
for park purposes.
